“The right thing to do is 
permanently plug this well, 
and that’s what we will do,” 
said Doug Suttles, BP chief 
operating officer. 

William Hogarth, dean of 
the University of South 
Florida’s College of Marine 
Science, said one computer 
model showed oil had already 
entered the loop current, while 


a second model showed the oil 
was three miles from it. Mike 
Sole, Florida’s environmental 
protection secretary, said the 
edge could still be two to 18 
miles (29 kilometers) away. 
BP said it is having some 
success with a mile-long tube 
that is funneling a little more 
than 42,000 gallons (158,98 
liters) of crude a day from the 
well into a tanker ship. That 
would be about a fifth of the 
210,000 gallons (794,900 
liters) the company estimated 
is gushing out each day, 
though scientists who have 
studied video of the leak say it 
could be much bigger. 

Crews will slowly increase 
how much they are collecting 
over the next few days. They 
need to move slowly to prevent 
the formation of the ice-like 
crystals that doomed the effort 
to lower a big concrete-and- 
steel box over the blown-out 
well. 

BP initially said it hoped the 
system would capture most 
of the leaking oil, but Suttles 
said Monday that officials 
would be pleased if the tube 
eventually sucks up half of it. 


The siphoning is not a 
permanent solution. BP is 
preparing to shoot a mixture 
known as drilling mud into 
the well later this week in a 
procedure called a “top-kill” 
that would take several weeks 
but, if successful, would stop 
the flow altogether. Two relief 
wells are also being drilled 
to pump cement into the well 
to close it, but that will take 
months. 

Chemicals being sprayed 
underwater are helping to 
disperse the oil and keep it 
from washing ashore in great 
quantities, but researchers 
said that in recent days they 
have discovered miles-long 
underwater plumes of oil that 
could poison or suffocate sea 
life across the food chain, with 
damage that could last for a 
decade or more. 

The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
said Monday that the 
researchers’ announcement of 
the oil plumes was premature 
and that further tests are 
needed to confirm that the 
plumes detected were indeed 
caused by the blowout. Q 
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Ex-NYC top cop begins federal prison term

WHITE PLAINS, New 
York (AP) — Former 
New York City police 
Commissioner Bernard 
Kerik, who was proclaimed 
a hero after the 2001 World 
Trade Center attacks, 
reported to federal prison 
Monday to begin a four- 
year sentence for tax fraud, 
lying to the White House 
and other felonies. 

He went behind bars as 
inmate No. 84888-054 at 
the Cumberland Federal 
Correctional Institution 
in Maryland, said Felicia 
Ponce, spokeswoman for 
the Bureau of Prisons. She 
said Kerik, 54, reported at 
about 1:45 p.m., 15 minutes 
ahead of his deadline. 
Before showing up at the 
prison, the feisty former 
commissioner issued a 
statement saying he had 
been wronged. 

In a statement dated 
Sunday and posted on his 
website, Kerik said he 
could not remain silent “in 
the face of what I believe 
has been a grave injustice.” 
He complained about the 
judge and prosecutors 
and said he pleaded guilty 
because he was “financially 
helpless” and could have 


spent a year behind bars 
just awaiting trial. 

He said he hoped the 
“injustice” would be 
remedied on appeal and 
he would be returned to 
his wife and his 7- and 10- 
year-old daughters “much 
sooner rather than later.” 
Kerik’s steely resolve as 
he stood with his mentor, 
Mayor Rudolph Giuliani, 
after the 9/11 attacks won 
him worldwide fame. 
His career peaked three 
years later when he was 
nominated by President 
George W. Bush to lead the 
Department of Homeland 
Security. 

While he was being vetted, 
however, questions were 
raised about his finances 
and associations, and 
he bowed out of the 
nomination. He later 
admitted in court that he 
lied when he denied having 
any financial dealings with 
anyone doing business 
with New York City. 

Kerik pleaded guilty in 
November to eight felonies. 
When he was sentenced in 
February, federal Judge 
Stephen Robinson said 
Kerik had used 9/11 
“for personal gain and 
aggrandizement.” The 
judge went beyond federal 


sentencing guidelines, 
which suggested two 
to three years in prison, 
because of what he called 
“the almost operatic 
proportions of this case.” 
After his sentencing, Kerik 
apologized to the nation 
and said he hoped history 
would take into account 
the “30 years of service 
I’ve given to the country 
and the city of New York.” 
In a television interview 
last month, Kerik said he 
stopped speaking with 
Giuliani in 2006, as the 
former mayor began 
running for president, to 
protect him. He added, 
however, “We will be 
friends for life.” 

Kerik said on his website 
that he recently watched 
the movie “Rocky Balboa” 
with his daughters to 
illustrate “the principles 
of courage, strength 
and perseverance” in 
anticipation of his 
imprisonment. 

He said he told the girls, “It 
is time to move forward.” 
Ponce said Kerik would 
have his photo and 
fingerprints taken, undergo 
physical and psychological 
exams and be assigned to a 
housing unit at the 1,500- 
inmate prison. □

The House race features

two national parties made 
it something more than that 
when they decided several 
weeks ago to invest heavily 
— roughly $ 1 million 
apiece independent of their 
candidates. 
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“This is the kind of district 
that the Republicans have to 
win if their hype is to even 
begin to meet the reality on the 
ground,” said Maryland Rep. 
Chris Van Hollen, the head of 
the Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee. He was 
poking at GOP boasts that the 
party will win the 40 seats this 
fall that it needs to take power 
in the House. 

“This is the fall. This is where 
it happens,” said Rep. Pete 
Sessions of Texas, chairman 
of the National Republican 
Congressional Committee. 

The district is home to more 
registered Democrats than 
Republicans. There is a 
solid blue collar vote, the 
result of the area’s location 
in the nation’s coal belt, and 
opposition to gun control and 
abortion is strong within both 
parties. The district supported 
Sen. John McCain in the 2008 
presidential election after 
siding with Democrats in the 
previous two races for the 
White House. 

Private polling shows 
Obama’s approval rating in 
the congressional district in 
the range of 35 to 40 percent, 
lower than it is nationally. And 
while the Republican Party- 


paid television ads and mass 
mailings attack his agenda, 
they have focused even more 
criticism on House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi. 

The Republican Congressional 
Campaign’s sum-up television 
ad, airing in the final days of 
the race, touches on points the 
GOP says it intends to stress 
in the fall. It says the health 
care overhaul that passed was 
disastrous and will cut $500 
billion from Medicare, that 
the House-passed energy bill 
is a “cap and trade scheme” 
that will cost jobs, that 
Democratic liberals voted for 
runaway spending and that the 
“Obama-Pelosi agenda only 
makes things worse.” 

As the TV image of Obama 
and Pelosi together gives way 
to one of the speaker standing 
alone, the announcer says, 
“Pennsylvania can send Nancy 
Pelosi a message. Or send her 
Mark Critz.” 

Democrats have hit back 
hard on pocketbook issues, 
including jobs, as they seek to 
avoid a backlash from voters 
angry over a steady loss of jobs 
that has only lately showed 
signs of abating. 
“Southwestern Pennsylvania 
is hurting, but millionaire 


Tim Bums would make things 
worse,” says one ad aired by 
the Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee. 

Referring to a proposed value 
added tax, it goes on, “Burns 
supports putting a 23 percent 
national sales tax on just about 
everything we buy,” groceries, 
gas and medicine included. 
“We can’t afford to pay 23 
percent more. We can’t afford 
Tim Burns.” 

Public polling nationwide 
shows Republicans are more 
eager to cast ballots this fall 
than Democrats, and surveys 
also indicate the GOP is 
attracting the independent 
voters whose support was 
essential in 2006 and 2008, 
when the Republicans lost 
controlofCongressandthenthe 
White House. But an intensely 
competitive Senate primary 
in Pennsylvania is likely to 
swell turnout by Democrats, 
and Republican strategists 
say Burns must appeal to 
them and to independents if 
he is to win.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — The last of 10 
Americans detained while 
trying to take 33 children 
out of Haiti after the Jan. 
12 earthquake was freed 
Monday when a judge 
convicted her but sentenced 
her to time already served 
in jail. 

Laura Silsby, the organizer 


of the ill-fated effort to 
take the children to an 
orphanage being set up in 
the neighboring Dominican 
Republic, returned to her 
cell briefly to retrieve 
belongings before quickly 
heading to the Port-au- 
Prince airport. 

“I’m praising God,” Silsby 
told The Associated Press 
as she waited for a flight 
out of Haiti. She declined 


Associated Press 
to answer further questions 
before clearing immigration 
and heading through a gate 
to catch a plane to Florida. 
The Idaho businesswoman 
had been in custody since 
Jan. 29. She was originally 
charged with kidnapping 
and criminal association, 
but those charges were 
dropped for her and the 
nine other Americans who 
were previously released. 


Silsby she was convicted 
of arranging illegal travel 
under a 1980 statute 
restricting movement out of 
Haiti signed by then-dictator 
Jean-Claude Duvalier. 
Prosecutor Jean-Serge 
Joseph said she was 
convicted and sentenced 
to the 3 months and 8 days 
she spent behind bars. Last 
week, the prosecution had 
recommended a six-month 
sentence and she faced a 
maximum of three years on 
the charge. 

“She is free,” Joseph said. 
The 40-year-old Silsby 
told the court earlier she 
thought the children were 
orphans whose homes were 
destroyed in the earthquake. 
But she lacked the proper 
papers to remove them 
from the country at a time 
when the government was 
restricting adoptions to 
prevent child trafficking in 
the chaos that followed the 
disaster. 

An AP investigation later 
revealed all the children 
had at least one living 
parent, who had turned their 
children over to the group 
in hopes of securing better 
lives for them. 

Silsby and others in the 


group, mostly members of 
the same Baptist church 
in Idaho, insisted they had 
only come to Haiti to help. 
They unwittingly helped 
draw attention to the dark 
side of the adoption industry 
in Haiti, where children 
for many years have been 
abandoned by their parents 
or sold into slavery. 

In February, a Haitian 
judge released eight of the 
Americans after concluding 
they had not knowingly 
engaged in any crime. 
The judge released a ninth 
member, Silsby’s friend 
and former nanny, Charisa 
Coulter, in March. 

Silsby was held the longest 
because she organized the 
venture and prosecutors 
insisted she knew that she 
did not have the proper 
authorization to take the 
children out of Haiti. 

She was prosecuted with 
Jean Sainvil, an Atlanta- 
based pastor bom in Haiti 
who allegedly helped 
find the children for the 
missionaries. The pastor, 
facing the same charge as 
Silsby, was not in Haiti and 
was being tried in absentia. 
The status of his case was 
not immediately clear.Q 
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Iran to ship uranium to Turkey in nuclear deal

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran 
agreed to ship much of 
its low-enriched uranium 
abroad and then rolled out 
a new obstacle to nuclear 
compromise by insisting it 
would press ahead withhigher 
enrichment — bringing it 
closer to being able to make 
atomic warheads. 

The deal Monday forged with 
Turkey and Brazil appeared 
to be another attempt to 
stave off U.N. sanctions — a 
doubtful endeavor judging 
by reactions from the United 
States and other Western 
powers. 

The White House showed 
deep skepticism about the 
pact, warning it still allows 
Iran to keep enriching 
uranium toward the pursuit 
of a nuclear weapon. 

“Given Iran’s repeated 
failure to live up to its own 
commitments, and the need 
to address fundamental 
issues related to Iran’s 
nuclear program, the United 
States and international 
community continue to have 
serious concerns,” White 
House press secretary Robert 
Gibbs said. 

Still, by involving Turkey 
and Brazil, Iran ramped up 
the pressure on Washington 
over additional U.N. 
sanctions. 

The deal moves these two 
influential Security Council 
members closer to Tehran 
and presents the U.S. and its 
Western allies with a bloc 
of developing nations that 
back Iran’s right to pursue a 
nuclear program. 

In announcing the accord, 
Brazilian Foreign Minister 
Celso Amorim and his 
Turkish counterpart, Ahmet 
Davutoglu, said Tehran has 
the right to “a full nuclear fuel 
cycle, including enrichment 
activities for peaceful 
purposes” and condemned 
any new sanctions against 
Iran. 

Both countries are important 
for Washington — Brazil 
is South America’s largest 
nation and has a dominant 
role on the continent, while 


Turkey, a key NATO ally 
and a traditional regional 
U.S. mainstay, has moved 
to develop an increasingly 
independent voice. 

While they have no Security 
Council veto, both are 
skeptical of the U.S.-led drive 
for a fourth set of Security 
Council sanctions to punish 
Tehran’s refusal to stop its 
enrichment activities. 

And the Iranian maneuver 
could weaken growing 
resolve by Russia and China 

— which do have veto power 

— to support new sanctions. 
Moscow and Beijing were 
responsible for watering 
down the language of 
previous anti-Iran sanctions 
but appeared to swing behind 
the U.S., Britain and France 
recently. 

The deal announced Monday 
calls for Iran to ship 1,200 
kilograms (2,640 pounds) 
of low-enriched uranium to 
Turkey, where it would be 
stored. In exchange, Iran 
would receive, within one 
year, higher-enriched fuel 
rods to be used in a U.S.-built 
medical research reactor. 

The pact mirrors a swap 
proposed last October in 
which Iran would have 
shipped the same amount 
of low-enriched uranium 
to Russia in exchange for 
higher-enriched material 


for its research reactor. That 
deal fell apart over Tehran’s 
insistence that the swap take 
place on Iranian soil. 

On its face, the latest 
plan seems a significant 
concession, with Iran 
agreeing to ship its material 
to be stored in Turkey and 
wait up to a year for higher- 
enriched uranium from 
France and Russia. 

However, Iran is believed 
to have much more nuclear 
material stockpiled now. 

In October, swapping 1,200 
kilograms (2,640 pounds) 
would have left Iran with 
less than the 1,000 kilograms 
(2,200 pounds) of material 
needed to produce enough 
weapons-grade uranium for 
a bomb. 

Since then, Iran has 
continued to chum out low- 
enriched material and started 
enriching uranium to an even 
higher level — from 3.5 
percent to near 20 percent. 
While Tehran insists it has 
no nuclear arms ambitions, 
it could produce weapons 
grade uranium much more 
quickly from the 20 percent 
level. 

In March, the International 
Atomic Energy Agency 
said Iran’s stockpile stood 
at around 2,100 kilograms 
(4,600 pounds). It has likely 
grown to an estimated 


2,300 kilograms — about 
5,000 pounds, or more than 
twice the amount needed to 
produce enough material for 
a bomb, according to David 
Albright of the Washington- 
based Institute for Science 
and International Security, 
which has tracked Iran for 
signs of covert proliferation. 
From the West’s point of 
view, that destroys much 
of the incentive for an 
agreement — and Iran’s 
decision to continue its 
program to enrich to near 20 
percent poses an even greater 
hurdle. 

Western nations insisted 
Monday they remained on 
the sanctions track. 

“Our position on Iran is 
unchanged,” said Prime 
Minister David Cameron’s 
spokesman, Steve Field. “Iran 
has an obligation to reassure 
the international community, 
and until it does so, we will 
continue to work with our 
international partners on a 
sanctions resolution in the 
United Nations Security 
Council.” 

French Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Bernard Valero 
agreed, saying the world was 
awaiting “credible answers 
from Iran” on its nuclear 
agenda. 

For hispart, Russian President 
Dmitry Medvedev cautiously 


welcomed the agreement but 
said it may fail to fully satisfy 
the international community. 
He alluded to Iran’s intention 
to continue its higher- 
enrichment activities as a 
cause for concern. 

Even as the agreement was 
announced, Iran said it 
would continue to enrich 
uranium to higher levels. 
“Of course, enrichment 
of uranium to 20 percent 
will continue inside Iran,” 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Ramin Mehmanparast told 
the official news agency 
IRNA. 

That stance is bound to feed 
international suspicions 
about a nuclear program 
Tehran has long insisted is 
peaceful since the original 
rationale for enriching to 
20 percent was that foreign 
countries were refusing to 
provide the fuel rods needed 
for Iran’s research reactor. 
“There is no apparent civilian 
use for this material,” the 
British Foreign Office said, 
adding that the decision to 
continue higher enrichment 
“underlines Iran’s disregard 
for efforts to engage it in 
serious negotiation.” 
Monday’s deal was 
announced after talks 
between Brazilian President 
Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva, 
Turkish Prime Minister 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan and 
Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad in Tehran. 

If Iran does not receive 
the fuel rods within a 
year, Turkey will be 
required to “quickly and 
unconditionally” return the 
uranium to Iran, according 
to a joint declaration by the 
three nations. Iran feared 
that under the initial U.N. 
deal, if a swap fell through, 
its uranium stock could be 
seized permanently. 

Erdogan said that once 
Iran received the fuel rods, 
Turkey will hand the Iranian 
low-enriched uranium to 
whatever country provided 
the fuel. Still the agreement 
did not specify that — an 
omission that could open 
the path to a possible claim 
by Tehran even if it receives 
fuel rods from abroad. □

BANGKOK (AP) — The 
Thai government said it would 
accept a cease-fire offer from 
a Red Shirt protest leader 
on Monday if their fighters 
return to their camp in central 
Bangkok, as street battles that 
have killed 37 people raged 
for a fifth day. 

The offer came during a 
telephone conversation 

between Red Shirt leader 
Nattawut Saikuwa, who 
called the government’s 
chief negotiator, Korbsak 
Sabhavasu, on his cell phone. 
It was the first direct talks 
between the two sides since 
the fighting started Thursday. 
Nattawut’s response was not 
immediately known. Calls to 
his phone went unanswered. 
Earlier, a Thai government 
ultimatum passed for the 
estimated 5,000 protesters 
occupying a barricaded 
encampment in the city center 
by 3 p.m. Monday or face up 
to two years in prison. The 
demand had little apparent 
effect, and unrest still flared 
in various parts of the 
downtown area outside the 
barricades, with troops firing 

15,000 doctors 
across Germany 
stage walkout 

BERLIN (AP)—Some 15,000 
doctors across Germany are 
staging a walkout to press for 
higher pay and better working 
conditions, a union said on 
Monday. 

Doctors at about 200 public 
clinics in most German states 
were on strike and 4,000 
gathered for a protest in 
Munich, the Marburger Bund 
union said in a statement. 

The walkout is scheduled to 
last all week, but the union 
stressed it could continue 
indefinitely if the towns and 
cities running the clinics don’t 
make a better offer. 

Minimum service i s guaranteed 
in all hospitals. However, 
the union recommends that 
patients go to university 
clinics, private or church-run 
hospitals. 

The negotiations over pay 
and working conditions broke 
down April 8. □

He said he told Nattawut that 
the army will stop shooting if 
he calls his fighters back from 
the streets to the core protest 
site. 

“If they call their people back 
to Rajprasong there will be 
no single bullet fired by the 
soldiers,” he said, referring to 
the 1-square-mile protest area 
occupied by the Red Shirts in 
a ritzy commercial district of 
the capital. 

The Rajprasong area is 
encircled by troops in a wide 
perimeter, and protesters have 
spilled out into surrounding 
streets that have become a 
battleground. The rioters 
have set fire to vehicles and 
fired homemade bombs and 
firecrackers at the soldiers, 
who have responded with live 
ammunition. 

At least 37 people have been 
killed in the violence and 
more than 250 injured. 

The political conflict is 
Thailand’s deadliest and most 
prolonged in decades, and 
each passing day of violence 
deeply divides in this nation of 
65 million — a key U.S. ally 
and Southeast Asia’s second- 
largest economy. □

PRAGUE (AP) — Heavy rains caused flooding in the 
northeastern Czech Republic, 

southern Poland and Hungary on Monday. At least four 
people died. 

Czech police said a 69-year-old woman drowned in the 
town of Trinec, 250 miles east of Prague. 

In Poland, a man fell into the Koszarawa River late Sunday 
and drowned, said Jozef Pietraszko, deputy commander of 
the Zywiec firefighters. His body was found 1 1/2 miles 
downstream. Polish firefighters also discovered the body 
of a 60-year-old woman floating in a creek in southern 
Poland. She had been missing since Sunday. 


Flooding hits Czech Republic, 
southern Poland, and Hungary 

Officials in Hungary described the situation in the 
northeastern county of Borsod-Abauj-Zemplen as 
“catastrophic.” One man died Saturday in the flooding and 
more than 2,000 people have been evacuated or rescued 
from their homes. 

In the town of Szikszo, 125 miles northeast of the 
Hungarian capital of Budapest, more than 40 patients had 
to be moved to higher floors when the ground floor of the 
Ferenc Rakoczi II Hospital was flooded and the building 
surrounded by water, hospital director Sandor Tiba said. 
Despite the flooding of the nearby Vadasz stream, the 
hospital remained open. 

The main roads to Szikszo were under water, as were many 
other roads in the area. 

Authorities evacuated patients from a hospital in the 
Czech town of Bohumin, where several neighborhoods 
were submerged. 

Hundreds of people have been evacuated in the Czech 
Republic and thousands are without electricity. 

Some 400 people have been evacuated from their homes 
south of Krakow and Katowice in Poland. 

A number of Czech roads and railway lines were closed as 
rivers burst their banks on Monday. 

Authorities warned that the rain would continue in all three 
countries, and Polish firefighters prepared to evacuate 
another 1,500 people.□ 
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Portugal’s president ratifies gay marriage law

LISBON, Portugal (AP) 
— Portugal’s conservative 
president announced Monday 
he is reluctantly ratifying a 
law allowing gay marriage, 
making the predominantly 
Catholic country the sixth in 
Europe to let same-sex couples 
wed. 

President Anibal Cavaco 
Silva said he would not veto 
the bill because majority 
liberal lawmakers would only 
overturn his decision. The 
country must focus instead on 
battling a crippling economic 
crisis that has increased 
unemployment and deepened 
poverty, he said. 

“Given that fact, I feel I should 
not contribute to a pointless 
extension of this debate, 
which would only serve to 
deepen the divisions between 
the Portuguese and divert the 
attention of politicians away 
from the grave problems 
affecting us,” Cavaco Silva 
said. 

He said he was setting aside 
his “personal convictions,” 
though he did not elaborate 
and did not take reporters’ 
questions. 

The country’s parliament 
passed the Socialist 
government-backed bill in 
January, with the support of 
all of Portugal’s left-of-center 


parties, who together have 
a majority. Right-of-center 
parties opposed the measure 
and demanded a national 
referendum. 

Elsewhere in Europe, gay 
marriage is permitted in 
Belgium, the Netherlands, 
Spain, Sweden and Norway. 
As well, five U.S. states 
and Washington, D.C., have 
legalized same-sex marriage, 
as have Canada and South 
Africa. 

Cavaco Silva’s announcement 
came three days after Pope 
Benedict XVI left Portugal. 
During his four-day visit, 
which attracted hundreds 
of thousands of people, 
the pontiff said same-sex 
marriage, and abortion, were 
some of the most “insidious 
and dangerous” threats facing 
the world. 

Socialist Party spokesman 
Vitalino Canas welcomed the 
president’s decision. 

“This is a memorable 
moment,” he said. “This is 
a great step forward for us 
politically and as a society.” 
Antonio Serzedelo, the 
president of lobby group Opus 
Gay, congratulated the head 
of state for placing “ethical 
responsibility above personal 
opinions.” 

Portugal is nearly 90 percent 
Catholic. However, only 
around 2 million of its 10.6 


million people describe 
themselves as practicing 
Catholics and Portugal has 
drifted away from the church’s 
teachings. 

The current Socialist 
government has defied the 
church before. 

It passed a law in 2007 
allowing abortion. The 
following year, it introduced 
a law allowing divorce 
even if one of the spouses 
objected. It has argued that the 
legislation is part of Portugal’s 
“modernization.” 


The new law removes the 
previous legal stipulation 
that marriage is between two 
people of different sexes. 
Portugal’s Constitutional 
Court validated the bill’s 
legality last month. 

Like neighboring Spain, 
which introduced same-sex 
marriages four years ago, 
previous efforts in Portugal 
to introduce gay marriage 
ran into strong resistance 
from religious groups and 
conservative lawmakers. 

Gay rights advocates have said

they will continue to fight for 
gay couples’ parental rights, 
including adoption, which are 
not included in the law. 
Portugal lifted a prohibition 
on homosexuality in the 
early 1980s. In 2001, it 
passed a law allowing “civil 
unions” between same- 
sex couples, which granted 
couples certain legal, tax and 
property rights. However, it 
did not allow couples to take 
a partner’s name, nor inherit 
his or her possessions or state

NEW YORK - Jazz pianist 
and composer Hank Jones, 
whose 70-year career included 
a stint as Ella Fitzgerald’s 
pianist and Marilyn Monroe’s 
accompanist when she sang 
“Happy Birthday” to President 
John F. Kennedy, has died, his 
manager said Monday. He 
was 91. 

Jones, who won a Grammy 
lifetime achievement award 
last year and received the 
National Medal of Arts from 
President George W. Bush 
in 2008, died Sunday night 
at a New York hospital after 
a brief illness, Jean-Pierre 
Leduc said. 

A tireless musician who 
performed his blend of swing 
and bebop until the end, 
Jones came from a family of 
jazz musicians who included 
brothers Thad, a trumpeter, 
composer and arranger, and 
Elvin, a drummer known for 
the polyrhythmic beat that 
propelled John Coltrane’s 
classic quartet. 

Saxophonist Joe Lovano, 
with whom Jones made 
several CDs when he was an 
octogenarian, including the 
Grammy-nominated “Kids: 
Live at Dizzy’s Club Coca- 
Cola” (2007), called Jones 
“one of the master musicians 
in the history of jazz.” 

“He was the consummate 
accompanist and played with 
a very free flowing approach 
... His sound, his touch, his 
ideas were all about feeling,” 
Lovano said. 


Throughout his career, Jones 
was respected by his fellow 
musicians for his elegant 
touch, melodic sensitivity and 
stylistic versatility, making 
hundreds of recordings, 
including more than 60 as a 
leader. 

He played with some 
of the biggest names in 
jazz, including Coleman 
Hawkins, Ben Webster, Wes 
Montgomery, Nancy Wilson, 
Lester Young, Charlie Parker 
and Coltrane. 

According to his website, 
Jones’ one regret was that 
he didn’t record more often 
with his late brothers. But he 
did manage to record “The 
Great Trio Collaboration” 
with Elvin before his brother 
died in 2004. He was a 
charter member of the big 
band that brother Thad co¬ 
led with drummer Mel Lewis 
beginning in the mid-’60s at 
New York’s Village Vanguard 
jazz club. 

Jones “lived and breathed 
music and was never far from 
a keyboard, even at the end,” 
Leduc said. 

“His incredible burst of 
productivity — concerts, 
recordings, fundraisers, 
clinics — these last few years 
was unprecedented and truly 
remarkable. 

He had gigs planned through 
next year” and was scheduled 
to play at the Birdland jazz 
club in New York next week, 
he added. 

At last year’s Jazz Awards, 
Jones was voted pianist of the 
year by the Jazz Journalists 
Association among a crowded 
field of nominees that included 
such distinguished veterans as 
Kenny Barron, Cecil Taylor, 
Ahmad Jamal and Keith Jarrett 
and newer faces like Jason 
Moran and Matthew Shipp. 
With characteristic modesty, 
Jones declared it “should be a 
group award.” 

“This to me is an honor and 
also it’s a great incentive to 
me to do better,” Jones said in 
accepting the honor. “It’s not 
the end of things, it’s the end 
of the beginning for me.” 
Jazzpianist-turned-impresario 
George Wein, who founded 
the Newport Jazz Festival, 
called Jones “an inspiration to 
all of us.Q 


Arab-Americans delight in Miss USA victory

NEW YORK - Donald 
Trump’s Miss USA pageant 
sure knows how to make 
headlines. 

Arab-Americans rej oiced 

Monday over the crowning 
of raven-haired beauty Rima 
Fakih, a 24-year-old Lebanese 
immigrant from Michigan, 
calling it a victory for diversity 
in the United States, especially 
at a time when Arabs suffer 
from negative stereotypes 
in this country — and anti¬ 
immigrant sentiment is in the 
news. 

Meanwhile, some harsh critics 
wondered if Trump’s Miss 
USA organization was trying 
to send a message, sniping 
that the victory amounted 
to “affirmative action,” or 
implying the first runner-up, 
Miss Oklahoma USA, suffered 
unfairly because of an answer 
she gave supporting Arizona’s 
new immigration law. 

All this comes, of course, a 
year after 2009 runner-up 
Carrie Prejean and her views 
on gay marriage dominated the 
headlines. Suddenly it seemed 
like the pageant had become a 
battleground, albeit in bikinis 
and flesh-baring gowns, for 
the hot-button political and 
social issues of the day. 

If all that weren’t enough, 
photos emerged of Fakih 
pole-dancing in skimpy shorts 
and a tank top in a radio show 
contest in 2007. The show’s 
producers said they’d been 
contacted by representatives 
of the Miss Universe contest 
requesting more photographs 
and information. But the show 
also noted — correctly — that 
the photos were no more 
provocative than anything on 
the Miss USA website. 

In any case, Arab-Americans 
were elated by the victory 
of Fakih, who was born into 
a powerful Shiite family in 
southern Lebanon and whose 
family said they celebrate 
both the Muslim and Christian 
faiths. 

“With all the stigma that goes 
around — especially after 
9/11 and how people portray 
Muslims and Arab-Americans 
—it’s just a great way to knock 
down all those barriers,” said 
Dewnya Bakri-Bazzi, 22, 
a Muslim law student from 
Dearborn, Mich., who uptated 
her Facebook status to read, 


“woot woot who knows 
maybe I can be the next Miss 
America?” 

Abed Ayoub, the legal 
director for the Washington- 
based Arab-American Anti- 
Discrimination Committee, 
called the win significant. “It 
shows our country’s diversity 
and the opportunity it offers 
all citizens.” 

He decried the negative blog 
postings as “disgusting.” 
“Rima had a great event,” he 
said. “Her religion and race 
was not an issue during the 
competition, and I hope not 
during the judging either. She 
won on beauty, elegance and 
eloquence.” 

Not that Fakih and her family 
hadn’t been prepared for 
negative publicity. Even 
before the pageant, Ayoub 
said, when Fakih had won her 
state pageant, his group had 
helped prepare the family. 

“We told the family they 
should expect this,” Ayoub 
said. “We told them that some 
people spew hatred. But she 
was strong. She held her 
ground.” 

Pageant officials said their 
records were not detailed 
enough to show whether Fakih 
was the first Arab-American, 
Muslim or immigrant to 
win the Miss USA title. The 
pageant started in 1952 as a 
local bathing suit competition

A winner in the 1980s may 
have had a Lebanese parent, 
Ayoub said, but having a 
winner of Arab descent was 
exceedingly rare nonetheless. 
The group’s regional director 
in Dearborn, Mich., Fakih’s 
hometown, said the victory 
was especially sweet given the 
current political climate. 

“We did not choose to be in the 
hot seat,” Imad Hamad said in 
a telephone interview. “But 
the tragedy of Sept. 11 put us 
in the hot seat and imposed a 
new reality. Also, we have the 
background of anti-immigrant 
sentiment, in Arizona, and 
efforts by some to pass a 
similar law in Michigan. So 
this victory is a reaffirmation 
that America is America, the 
land of the brave and the land 
of opportunity. Rima now she 
can be a role model for all our 
young people.” 

Some noted that Fakih had 
stumbled when, in a question 
about birth control, she called 
it a “controlled substance.” 
And she nearly stumbled, 
quite literally, on her gown 
because of its long train. But 
she stayed upright. 

As for Morgan Elizabeth 
Woolard of Oklahoma, she was 
asked a question — by actor 
Oscar Nunez of NBC’s “The 
Office” — about Arizona’s 
new immigration law.Q 
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Dow recovers from 184- 
point drop to edge higher

NEW YORK - Stocks had 
another wild day, but there 
was no big event, no surprise 
announcement behind the 
swings. 

All that happened was that the 
euro, battered to a four-year 
low Monday before trading 
began in the U. S., started rising 
again. And the stock market 
followed the currency shared 
by 16 European nations. 
Shortly after noon Eastern 
time, the Dow Jones industrials 
were down 184 points. It 
looked like they would add to 
the pile of triple-digit losses 
they’ve suffered over the past 
two weeks as investors worried 
that Europe’s economic 
problems would spread to the 
U.S. 

But the euro, which seesawed 
after earlier falling to $ 1.2237, 
finally started its move higher 
— a bumpy move, but an 
upward one nonetheless. The 
Dow also racheted higher, 
finally ending with an almost 
six-point advance. 

Investors are looking at 
the euro as an indicator of 
confidence in the European 
economies. The euro has been 
sliding on concerns that debt 
problems will undermine 
Europe’s recovery, and in turn

that of the U.S. And so, when 
it started rising Monday, stock 
traders interpreted its move as 
a “buy” sign. 

But given stocks’ erratic 
moves over the past few 
weeks, it’s likely that there 
will be more days like Monday 
ahead. Traders still have many 
unanswered questions about 
how Europe will pull itself 
from its financial mess without 
hurting its recovery. Because 
economies around the world 
are dependent on one another, 
the broader concern is that 
Europe’s problems will halt a 
rebound elsewhere. 

Other investments seen 
as risky had a rough time 
Monday. Oil traded below 
$70 a barrel for the first time 
since February but finished 
above that psychological 
benchmark. Oil is priced in 
dollars so a stronger dollar 
discourages investors from 
buying oil. Crude fell $1.45 to 
$70.16 per barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 
Energy stocks, which make 
up about 10 percent of the 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index, 
dropped after oil fell. Shares of 
consumer staples companies, 
which are seen as safer bets in 
weak economies, rose. 
Peabody Energy Corp. fell 5.3 
percent. Procter & Gamble 


Co., which makes Tide 
detergent and Gillette razors, 
rose 1.3 percent. 

Investors are questioning 
whether steep budget cuts in 
countries including Greece, 
Spain and Portugal will 
hinder an economic recovery 
in Europe and in turn, the 
U.S. The fear is that the 
world banking system could 
see a replay of the losses that 
hobbled financial institutions 
in late 2008. The austerity 
measures are required under 
a nearly $1 trillion bailout 
program the European Union 
and International Monetary 
Fund agreed to last week. 
The rescue package provides 
access to cheap loans for 
European countries facing 
mounting debt problems. 
Traders are betting that U.S. 
export growth will continue to 
slow as Europeans, unnerved 
by problems at home, show 
less of an appetite to buy 
American goods. And if 
Americans get nervous and 
spend less on imports that 
could further curtail the global 
recovery. 

“We need to quantify how 
much Europe can hurt us,” 
said Philip Dow, managing 
director of equity strategy 
at RBC Dain Rauscher in 
Minneapolis. He said it could 
take a month or two before 
investors have a better sense 
of whether the debt problems 
in Europe will spread. 

The Dow rose 5.67, or 0.1 
percent, to 10,625.83. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
rose 1.26, or 0.1 percent, to 
1,136.94, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 7.38, or 
0.3 percent, to 2,354.23. 

Three stocks fell for every 
two that rose on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
consolidated volume came to 
5.93 billion shares, compared 
with 6.01 billion Friday.Q

GM roars back to profit 
but can it repay gov't?

DETROIT - In less than a year, General Motors Co. has roared 
back from bankruptcy to a quarterly profit. Now comes the hard 
part: Sustaining the income and repaying billions of dollars in 
government aid. 

There are signs that GM is on track to do just that. Revenue is 
up 40 percent over the first quarter of last year. U.S. sales rose 
17 percent for the quarter, and the automaker made an operating 
profit in North America, which had been a cash incinerator. 
Units in Asia and Latin America posted strong numbers, too. 

As a result, the automaker announced Monday, its net income 
rose to $865 million, a dramatic reversal from the $6 billion the 
company lost in the same period last year. 

“Today’s news was wonderful, and even better than we ever 
expected to be this far in the post-restructuring period,” said 
Steven Rattner, former head of the Obama administration’s 
Auto Task Force. 

To keep GM afloat and get it through bankruptcy court, the U.S. 
government gave the company $50 billion. GM repaid $6.7 
billion that the government considered loans, with the remaining 
$43.3 billion converted to a 61 percent stake in the automaker. 
For the Treasury to break even, GM will have to make a lot 
more money and show prospects for even more profits in the 
future for its shares to be worth enough to cover the debt. 

Still, the first-quarter profit was viewed with hope because, since 
GM’s stay in bankruptcy court, the company has cut expenses, 
is making better cars and now has a shot at repaying taxpayers. 
Some experts were skeptical. James Schrager, professor at the 
University of Chicago Graduate School of Business, said GM 
has a history of making boastful claims, only to disappoint. A 
recent television ad in which CEO Ed Whitacre declared that the 
company had repaid its government loans in full, with interest, 
was misleading, he said. 

“I’m delighted that they’re not losing buckets of money, but 
a modest profit is a long way away from righting the ship,” 
Schrager said.Q 
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Woods adds British 
Opon to his schedule 

ORLANDO, Florida (AP) — Tiger Woods has added the 
British Open to his summer schedule. 

Woods has a chance to become the first player in the 150- 
year history of the British Open to win three times at St. 
Andrews, where golf’s oldest championship will be held 
July 15-18. 

He added the British Open to the schedule on his website 
Monday. 

Woods, who withdrew from the final round of The Players 
Championship on May 9 with a neck injury, also has the 
U.S. Open at Pebble Beach and the AT&T National at 
Aronimink on his schedule. 

He has yet to enter the Memorial, where he is the defending 
champion. □

Clinton to serve as honorary 
U.S. World Cup bid chair

NEW YORK (AP)—Bill Clinton is ready for another campaign, 
this one to bring the World Cup to the United States. 

The former president will serve as honorary chairman of the 
nation’s bid to host the 2018 or 2022 World Cup. The United 
States submitted the paperwork for the bid to FIFA last week; 
hosts for each tournament will be selected Dec. 2. “We now have 
seven months of hard work ahead,” Clinton said after raising a 
jersey with his name and the number 11 on it at FC Harlem 
Field at the Children’s Aid Society. “The passion for soccer 
has never been more visible.” Clinton joins New York Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg, Walt Disney Company CEO Robert Iger, 
New England Patriots owner Robert Kraft, California Governor 
Arnold Schwarzenegger and former U.S. women’s star Mia 
Hamm among the members of the board of directors for the 
bid committee. Clinton was in office when the United States 
hosted the 1994 World Cup and the 1999 Women’s World Cup, 
attending games at both events. “At the 1994 World Cup opener 
in Soldier Field, I was the first president to watch a World 
Cup game on U.S. soil,” he recalled. “I was grateful to have 
the chance to be the president during a World Cup.” Adding 
that the ‘94 tournament resulted in a $50 million surplus for 
U.S. Soccer and for the event’s organizers, Clinton mentioned 
how profitable a future World Cup in the United States could 
be. Because each of the 18 cities that would stage games has a 
large stadium — average capacity would be more than 76,000, 
which no country currently can match — and is home to large 
contingents of football fans who root for other nations, the 
projected economic stimulus is $400-$600 million per city. □

MOBILE, Alabama (AP) — Se Ri Pak ended a 
three-year victory drought with a birdie on the 
third playoff hole to beat Brittany Lincicome 
on Sunday in the rain-shortened—and delayed 
— Bell Micro LPGA Classic. 
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Pak, the Hall of Famer from Korea, 
used a nice bunker shot to set up the 
putt that sealed her 25th career win and 
first since she won the Owens Corning 
Classic in 2007. Pak hit within 10 feet 
below the hole on a fairway bunker shot 
from about 170 yards to give herself a 
birdie chance while Lincicome saved 
par with a long downhill putt. 

“Eve been here so many times, but I 
think I’ve been having a hard time 
the last couple of years,” Pak said. 
“I’m trying to get myself to better 
momentum. I work really hard every 
single day, every single moment, every 
single tournament. 

“I knew this day was going to come. 
All I could do is be patient and work 
hard.” 

Suzann Pettersen also made the playoff, 
but bogeyed the second hole on the 
par-4, 402-yard 18th and headed to the 
clubhouse at the Crossings Course at 
Magnolia Grove on the Robert Trent 
Jones Golf Trail. 

Pak, Lincicome and Pettersen were 
tied when they teed off together in 
the morning. An hour into their round 
of the two-tee start, the leaderboard 
had been shuffled and the threat of 
lightning sent the golfers scurrying off 
the course and into the clubhouse for a 
5!4-hour wait. 

All three wore purple ribbons on their 
caps honoring Erica Blasberg, a six- 
year LPGA veteran who died a week 
earlier at her home in 
suburban Las Vegas. 
Police have not said 
whether foul play 
was involved, and the 
coroner said it could 
take four to six weeks 
to determine a cause 
of death. 

Pak, who also wore a 
pink wristband with 
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Blasberg’s initials sandwiching a heart, 
is unbeaten in six career playoffs. She 
also won the Tournament of Champions 
on the Crossings Course in 2001 and 
2002 . 

Lincicome made her earn No. 6, 
though. She sank a 30-foot putt after 
overshooting a bunker shot to force 
Pak to make her own shorter putt. 

“I knew the sand in the bunker was 
really, really fluffy so thought I would 
kind of go down a little bit after it,” said 
the 24-year-old from St. Petersburg, 
Fla. “I tried to pick it a little bit and 
obviously I caught it a little bit clean. 
Then I hit one of the best putts I’ve 
ever hit. 

“It was nice to be in that position and 
not miss it and make a bogey and just 
kind of give it to her. It felt kind of 
good to at least make her make that 
birdie.” 

The sodden course had received about 4 
inches of rain overnight and it was still 
drizzling throughout the playoff holes. 
LPGA officials went to the playoff on 
No. 18 and a 54-hole format with more 
bad weather forecast for Monday. 

“I asked the rules official, ‘How many 
times has somebody ever played the 
same hole before?’” Lincicome said. 
“She was like, ‘Please, let’s not go 
there.’” 

Lincicome held a one-stroke lead over 
Pettersen going into the delay after a 
birdie on No. 3. She spent much of 
the down time playing cards with her 
niece and nephew and loading up on 
the Southern staple sweet tea. 

Several players were threatening to 
catch the lead group on the leaderboard 
when play stopped. Lee was 1-under 
through four holes to tie Pak for third 
place two strokes back. The biggest 
mover was Angela Stanford, who

Frederick Stess to discuss Changes in the 
Caribbean Climate; challenges and hopes’ 


ORANJESTAD —Climate change is one 
of the most scientifically complex and 
controversial topics. And Thursday, May 20th, 
Frederick Stoss, one of the first 1000 ‘Climate 
Messengers,’ trained by Nobel Peace Laureate 
A1 Gore will deliver the latest data on the issue, 
during a session at the University of Aruba. His 
presentation will examine the science behind 
causes, effects and consequences of climate 
change, and is appropriately titled ‘Changes in 
the Caribbean Climate: Challenges and Hope.’ 
Data from a variety of sources show global trends 
and regional sensitivities to these changes. The 
science includes updated versions of resources 
used by former U.S. Vice 
President A1 Gore. Stoss will also elaborate on 


resources, trends, and action plans specific for 
Aruba and the Caribbean region. More important 
is a discussion about changing ways of thinking 
about climate change and how actions can be put 
in service of means for solving what some call 
the climate crisis. 

“We should not consider the option of living 
in a greenhouse gas constrained- world; but 
rather we should live in a world not limited by 
Greenhouse gases,” is the message Stoss, who 
has a BA in Biology and MS Zoology, MLS. He 
is also the Associate Librarian at Buffalo (New 
York), with more than 25 years experience as a 
librarian. His specialty is on areas related to the 
environment. Frederick Stoss started his career 
in toxicology. He has published on the area of 


scientific and medical activities, as well as on 
library science. He was an active member of 
various professional organizations and chaired 
environmental divisions of the American 
Association of Librarians and the Association of 
Specialized Libraries. 

During his lecture at the University of Aruba on 
Thursday, Mr. Stoss will show A1 Gore’s slide 
show, which is the bases of the books and the 
Academy Award winning documentary film, an 
Inconvenient Truth.

Baby Corals Pse Sounds to Guide Them Home 

Noise pollution threatens to disrupt this pattern 


Scientists have recently discovered 
that baby coral reefs tend to use 
special sounds as reference points in 
swimming to an already-established 
reef. While still in their larval from, 
the animals “listen” carefully to 
the sounds various other creatures 
living around reefs make, and 
then move directly towards them. 
According to a new research, this 
finding highlights another one of the 
factors currently threatening coral 
reefs, which are more and more 
often being drowned in artificially- 
produced noises, generated from 
human activities. 

University of Bristol School 
of Biological Sciences senior 
researcher Dr Steve Simpson 
found a few years back that fish 
species adapted to living around 
corals were capable of using 
various sound cues to make their 
way to their destination. However, 
even for him, the new discovery 
came as a surprise. The work was 
carried out in the Dutch Antilles, 
by a team based at the Carmabi 
Foundation, in Curacao. The group 
there, led by Dr Mark Vermeij, 
conducted its investigation of coral 
larvae that scientists collected in 
2008, during a mass-spawning 
event, ScienceDaily reports. 

“At close range sound stirs up 


water molecules, and this could 
waggle tiny hair cells on the 
surface of the larvae, providing 
vital directional information for 
baby corals,” Simpson explains. 
While in their larval form, baby 
corals are about the size of fleas, 
and extremely vulnerable. If they 
cannot find a secured place within 
a reef to attach themselves to, 
they die relatively fast. It is vitally 
important for as many larvae as 
possible to make it into reefs, if 
global coral populations are to 
survive the myriad of environmental 
factors that continuously batter 
them. But noises generated by 
humans and their vessels make 
the job very difficult, and many 
larvae cannot find a suitable 
place to affix themselves on. 

In the new experiments, researchers 
set up a “choice chamber,” in 
which larvae were presented with 
more options, and allowed to 
choose whichever they pleased. 
A recording was played back, that 
featured the natural sounds of coral 
reefs. The investigators noticed 
an overwhelming trend among 
the coral larvae to swim in the 
direction of the sounds, ignoring 
other options. The new study was 
funded by the Natural Environment 
Research Council (NERC), the

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Research links pesticides with ADHD in children 

Dramatic surge seen in kii

CHICAGO - A new analysis 
of U.S. health data links 
children’s attention-deficit 
disorder with exposure to 
common pesticides used on 
fruits and vegetables. 

While the study couldn’t 
prove that pesticides used 
in agriculture contribute to 
childhood learning problems, 
experts said the research is 
persuasive. 

“I would take it quite 
seriously,” said Virginia Rauh 
of Columbia University, who 
has studied prenatal exposure 
to pesticides and wasn’t 
involved in the new study. 
More research will be needed 
to confirm the tie, she said. 
Children may be especially 
prone to the health risks of 
pesticides because they’re 
still growing and they may 
consume more pesticide 
residue than adults relative to 
their body weight. 

In the body, pesticides break 
down into compounds that 
can be measured in urine. 
Almost universally, the study 
found detectable levels: The 
compounds turned up in the 
urine of 94 percent of the 
children.

The kids with higher levels 
had increased chances of 
having ADHD, attention- 
deficit hyperactivity disorder, 
a common problem that 
causes students to have 
trouble in school. The findings 
were published Monday in 
Pediatrics. 

The children may have 
eaten food treated with 
pesticides, breathed it in the 
air or swallowed it in their 
drinking water. The study 
didn’t determine how they 
were exposed. Experts said 
it’s likely children who don’t 
live near farms are exposed 
through what they eat. 
“Exposure is practically 
ubiquitous. We ’re all exposed,” 
said lead author Maryse 
Bouchard of the University of 
Montreal. 

She said people can limit their 
exposure by eating organic 
produce. Frozen blueberries, 
strawberries and celery had 
more pesticide residue than 
other foods in one government 
report. 

A2008 Emory University study 
found that in children who 
switched to organically grown 
fruits and vegetables, urine 
levels of pesticide compounds 
dropped to undetectable or 
close to undetectable levels. 
Because of known dangers of 
pesticides in humans, the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency limits how much 
residue can stay on food. 
But the new study shows it’s 
possible even tiny, allowable 


amounts of pesticide may 
affect brain chemistry, Rauh 
said. The exact causes behind 
the children’s reported ADHD 
though are unclear. Any 
number of factors could have 
caused the symptoms and the 
link with pesticides could be 
by chance. 

The new findings are based 
on one-time urine samples in 
1,139 children and interviews 
with their parents to determine 
which children had ADHD. 
The children, ages 8 to 15, 
took part in a government 
health survey in 2000-2004. 
As reported by their parents, 
about 150 children in the 
study either showed the severe 
inattention, hyperactivity and 
impulsivity characteristic of 
ADHD, or were taking drugs 
to treat it. 

The study dealt with one 
commontypeofpesticidecalled 
organophosphates. Levels 
of six pesticide compounds 
were measured. For the most 
frequent compound detected, 
20 percent of the children 
with above-average levels 
had ADHD. In children with 
no detectable amount in their 
urine, 10 percent had ADHD. 
“This is a well conducted 
study,” said Dr. Lynn 
Goldman of the Johns Hopkins 
Bloomberg School of Public 
Health and a former EPA 
administrator. 

Relying on one urine sample 
for each child, instead of 
multiple samples over time, 
wasn’t ideal, Goldman saidQ 


hospitalized with MRSA

CHICAGO - The number of children hospitalized with 
dangerous drug-resistant staph infections surged 10-fold in 
recent years, a study found. 

Disease incidence increased from 2 cases to 21 cases per 1,000 
hospital admissions from 1999 to 2008. Most infections were 
caught in the community, not in the hospital. 

The study involved methicillin-resistant staph infections, called 
MRSA. These used to occur mostly in hospitals and nursing 
homes but they are increasingly showing up in other settings in 
children and adults. Recent evidence suggests hospital-acquired 
MRSA cases may be declining while community-acquired cases 
are becoming more common. 

The results are “a good example of how something that is not 
unexpected remains alarming,” said Dr. Buddy Creech, an 
infectious disease specialist at Vanderbilt University. He was 
not involved in the study. 

The study involved 25 children’s hospitals; the 10-fold increase 
in hospitalizations likely occurred nationwide, said Dr. Jason 
Newland, the lead author and an infectious disease physician at 
Children’s Mercy Hospitals and Clinics and the University of 
Missouri-Kansas City. 

Almost 30,000 children were hospitalized with MRSA infections 
at the hospitals studied during the 10-year period. Most had 
skin or muscle infections, and 374 youngsters with MRSA died. 
While Newland said it isn’t clear if MRSA caused those deaths, 
it can be deadly and is blamed for more than 18,000 deaths in 
children and adults nationwide each year. 

The study didn’t examine whether deaths or the severity of 
infections increased. 

The results were published Monday in the journal Pediatrics. 
MRSA often begins as a pimple or boil on the skin. It can also 
spread to other parts of the body, including the bones or lungs, 
where it can cause pneumonia. 

The study also found a coinciding increase in use of 
clindamycin, an antibiotic that comes in easy-to-use pills and 
liquid, and smaller increases for two other antibiotics. Another 
drug effective against MRSA, vancomycin, is only available 
intravenously and its use decreased during the study. 

Newland said the increasing use of clindamycin is concerning 
because in some regions MRSA is already becoming resistant 
to the drug. Doctors need to use the antibiotic judiciously, he 
said.Q

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Why Arizona’s new immigration 
law makes sense

Arizona has a good case for its tough new law aimed at shrinking 
the number of illegal immigrants in the state. 

One might not think so, given the uproar. The National Council 
of La Raza and 19 labor and civil rights groups have organized 
a boycott to keep meetings and conferences out of Arizona. St. 
Paul, Minn., and San Francisco have banned official city travel. 
City councils in Oakland, Calif.; El Paso, Texas; and Boston 
have all passed resolutions to pull business from the state or ban 
official travel by city employees. California is also considering 
a statewide boycott. 

Much of the fuss comes from critics who want “open borders 
rather than sovereign borders,” says Mark Krikorian, director 
of the Center for Immigration Studies, a Washington think tank, 
urging greater restraints on illegal immigration - and lower legal 
immigration. But given the nearly 6.5 billion non-Americans in 
the world and the tens of millions of those who would rather 
live in the United States, limits must be placed on immigration 
or the nation would be swamped with foreigners. 

Most Arizonans and Americans feel that way on the whole. A 
poll shows 70 percent of Arizona voters approve of the law, 23 
percent oppose it. A New York Times/CBS poll finds 51 percent 
of Americans see the law as “about right” and 30 percent figure 
it “goes too far.” Arizona’s original law was amended to prohibit 
“racial profiling.” 

Sitting on the Mexican border, Arizona has a tough illegal- 
immigrant problem. That population grew from 330,000 in 
2000 to 560,000 by 2008. Some 95 to 98 percent of those are 
Hispanic, says Mr. Krikorian. Of these, at least 60 percent are 
Mexican, about 20 percent from Central America. 

Earlier state action regarding illegal immigrants, plus a recession, 
have already cut their number by perhaps 18 percent between 
2008 and 2009 to about 460,000. Nationwide, the number of 
undocumented immigrants has shrunk from an estimated 12.5 
million in 2007 to under 11 million now, estimates Krikorian. 
But just because the illegal population is slipping is no reason to 
ignore the problem. For example: Krikorian’s analysis finds that 
illegal immigrants commit modestly more crime than average 
in Arizona. About 12 percent of workers in the state are illegal. 
They and their legal US-born children (under 18) make up a fifth 
of those living in poverty in the state, a third of those without 
health insurance, and a sixth of school students. 

Arizona acted because Washington has not tackled illegal 
immigration seriously. A fence is going up across the 700-mile 
border with Mexico. For most of its length, though, it may stop 
vehicles, but not people.□ 


BP Stands for Bad Petroleum

Saturday the White House 
warned BP that it expects the 
oil giant to pay all damages 
associated with the disastrous 
oil leak into the Gulf of Mexico, 
even if the costs exceed the $75 
millionliabilitycapunderfederal 
law. BP responded Sunday 
saying its public statements are 
“absolutely consistent” with the 
administration’s request. 

When you hear dueling public 
statements like these, watch 
your wallets. You can safely 
assume BP’s lawyers are already 
at work to ensure that the firm 
pays not a cent more than $75 
million — not to taxpayers 
bearing cleanup costs, not to 
consumers whose gas bills will 
rise, not to businesses along the 
coasts that will lose a fortune. 
And BP won’t pay more unless 
or until there’s a law requiring 
it to. 

BP has been making public 
statements about its supposed 
corporate social responsibility 
for as many years as it’s behaved 
irresponsibly. It’s the poster 
child for PR masquerading as 
CSR. 

It was just eight years ago British 
Petroleum shortened its name to 
BP and began promoting itself as 
the environmentally-friendly oil 
company with a vision that went 
“Beyond Petroleum” to embrace 
solar cells and wind power. 
In a $200 million advertising 
campaign organized by Ogilvy 
& Mather, BP transformed its 
corporate brand insignia from a 
shield to the more wholesomely 
natural green, yellow, and white 
sunburst. BP’s chief executive, 
Lord John Browne, issued 
warnings about global warming 


and said the company had a 
social responsibility to take 
action. Notwithstanding its new 
image, BP continues to be one 
of the largest producers of crude 
oil on the planet. Although it 
committed itself to devoting 
$8 billion to alternative fuels 
over ten years, the sum was tiny 
compared to BP’s annual profits 
from oil that have averaged 
over $20 billion and its annual 
capital expenditures of over $14 
billion. 

Nor has the firm distinguished 
itself by its commitment to 
the law. Several years before 
the Gulf oil rig explosion, an 
explosion at BP’s Texas City 
plant killed fifteen workers and 
triggered a $21.3-million fine 
from safety regulators. 

In March 2005, corrosion of 
BP’s pipes and equipment on 
the North Slope in Alaska led 
to a spill of 270,000 gallons 
of oil, the largest spill ever 
recorded in that fragile territory. 
Critics said BP wasn’t spending 
enough money to prevent such 
spills. Only in 2006, after it was 
forced by the U.S. government 
to inspect all its pipelines 
with an automated device that 
crawled through the pipes, 
did the company discover so 
much additional corrosion and 
leakage it had to shut down a 
sixteen-mile feeder line to the 
Trans Alaska Pipeline. 

In August 2006, Congress 
demanded BP executives appear 
in person to be held accountable. 
At the ensuing hearing, members 
from both sides of the aisle 
accused BP executives of crass 
negligence. Representative Joe 
Barton (R-Texas), chairman 
of the oversight committee, 


excoriated them: “If one of 
the world’s most successful oil 
companies can’t do simple basic 
maintenance needed to keep the 
Prudhoe Bay field operating 
safely without interruption, 
maybe it shouldn’t operate 
the pipeline.” Barton went on: 
“I am even more concerned 
about BP’s corporate culture of 
seeming indifference to safety 
and environmental issues. And 
this comes from a company 
that prides itself in their ads 
on protecting the environment. 
Shame, shame, shame.” 
Committee members then 
grilled the BP executives about 
why the company had failed for 
as long as fourteen years to do 
the sort of internal inspection 
and maintenance on its 
pipelines that were performed 
every two weeks on the Trans- 
Alaska Pipeline, into which 
the BP pipelines feed. The BP 
executives solemnly promised 
to be more careful in the future. 
But neither the members of 
Congress nor the BP executives 
mentioned the most pertinent 
fact: Frequent inspections of 
the Trans-Alaska Pipeline were 
required by law but no similar 
inspections were required on 
feeder pipelines such as those 
owned by BP. If the panel was 
serious about getting BP to 
change its ways it would have 
introduced legislation to close 
this loophole. The panel did 
not introduce such legislation 
because the hearings were for 
show. Barton and his colleagues 
on both sides of the aisle had 
pushed many bills favorable 
to the oil industry and weren’t 
about to impose any burdens on 
it.Q
